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A YOUNG woman who died as 
a result of injuries she suffered 
in a collision with a car near 
her home was pregnant, her 
family has revealed. 

The double tragedy happened 
when Georgina Bailey, 21, was in 
collision with a Volkswagen car in 
Isleham Road, Fordham just 
before midnight last Monday. 

A medical team 
from Magpas Heli- 
medix was flown to 
the scene in the 
Cambridgeshire 
police helicopter 
and battled to save 
her at the roadside 
before she was 
taken to Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital, 
where she died the 
next morning. 

Georgina, who 
had two sisters and 
two brothers, was 14 
weeks pregnant. Her 
family said she had split from the baby’s 
father. 

Her sister Becky Bailey, 23, said: “I’ve not 
only lost a sister but a little niece or 
nephew too.”

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Man jailed 
for bottle 
attack in 
nightclub 

BOTTLE attacker Johnathan 
Morris has been jailed for 20 
months. 

The attack, in De Niro’s 
nightclub in Newmarket, left 
his victim needing eight 
stitches to a cut to his neck. 

A member of the club’s 
security staff was also cut on 
the arm when he intervened, 
Ipswich Crown Court heard. 

Morris, 29, of Frampton 
Close, Newmarket, appeared 
in court for sentencing after 
previously admitting two 
wounding charges. 

Samantha Leigh, pros¬ 
ecuting, said the incident 
happened in the club on July 
15 last year. 

The victim, who was ha¬ 
ving a drink with Morris 
before the attack, described 
how Morris suddenly 
grabbed his shirt, ripping off 
the buttons. 

He then felt something 
pressing against his neck, 
which turned out to be a 
broken bottle. 

The court heard that 
Morris was “incredibly 
drunk” and had taken 
cocaine before the attack. 

He told police afterwards 
that he was “mortified” by 
what he had done. 

Joanne Eley, in mitigation, 
said Morris was a family man 
and had a job. But he had 
“anger management issues.” 

Recorder Rhona Campbell, 
passing sentence, said it was 
fortunate that the neck 
injuries had not been life- 
threatening.

Race bosses welcome 
stand on housing plan 


LEADERS of Newmarket’s 
horse racing industry have 
welcomed a decision by coun¬ 
cillors to maintain opposition 
to plans to build 1,200 houses. 

Top racehorse trainers Sir Michael 
Stoute and Henry Cecil were among 
opponents of the scheme who 
packed the public gallery at Forest 
Heath District Council last Wednes¬ 
day, when Lord Derby’s proposal to 
develop 160 acres of his land in the 
town was discussed again. 

Opponents of the plans to develop 
Hatchfield Farm, between Fordham 
Road and the A14 at Newmarket,

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accused council officials of trying to 
whittle down the reasons for refusing 
planning permission. 

The racing industry has argued that 
the scheme would harm the town’s 
status as the historic home of horse 
racing. 

Lord Derby has appealed against 
the council’s refusal of permission 
and the appeal is due to be 
considered by a planning inspector 
later this year. 

But councillors were being asked to 


authorise the head of planning, 
Nicola Baker, to have talks with Lord 
Derby’s team in an attempt to resolve 
the reasons for refusing permission 
and agree a “statement of common 
ground” in advance of the appeal 
hearing. 

She suggested that two of the 
reasons could be eliminated. 

But councillors insisted that all five 
should remain and that they should 
be consulted before an agreement is 
reached on “common ground” with 
Lord Derby’s planning experts. 

Council officials argued that the 
talks could save an award of costs 
against the council if Lord Derby wins 


the appeal. 

Jimmy George, a director of 
racehorse auctioneers Tattersalls, 
which has employed its own planning 
consultants to oppose the scheme on 
behalf of the racing industry, said: 
“We are very pleased that the plan¬ 
ning committee so strongly upheld its 
original unanimous rejection of the 
Hatchfield Farm development. 

“But at the same time we remain 
deeply disturbed by the conduct of 
the officers of Forest Heath District 
Council.”

Lord’s brother finds cannabis plants 


DRUGS were found 
growing in a property 
owned by Lord Derby. 

Nearly 90 cannabis 
plants were recovered 
from a house off Snail- 
well Road, Newmarket, 
on Hatchfield Farm, 
part of Lord Derby’s 
Stanley Stud. 

The police were call¬ 
ed after Peter Stanley, 
Lord Derby’s brother, 


who runs New England 
Stud in Newmarket, 
visited the property 
after what appeared to 
have been a burglary. 

The building is und¬ 
erstood to have been let 
to tenants. 

Police said they 
seized growing equip¬ 
ment as well as plants 
but no-one was arrest¬ 
ed. 


The discovery is the 
third cannabis factory 
to be uncovered in the 
town since November. 
A house in Rous Road 
was found to have been 
converted for cannabis 
growing when the own¬ 
er and police called. 

Three men ran off 
and although a man 
was later arrested, he 
was subsequently rel¬ 


eased without charge. 

A second drug farm 
was found in a house in 
Cheveley Road, New¬ 
market, on December 
21 . 

A 17-year-old Viet¬ 
namese youth was 
arrested at the house 
and was subsequently 
given an 18-month 
detention and training 
order at Crown court. 


He is likely to be 
deported after com¬ 
pleting his sentence. 

Police investigations 
into the discovery of 
the cannabis at 
Hatchfield Farm are 
continuing and anyone 
with information about 
the incident is asked to

Georgina grew up in Kent with 
foster parents until about three years 
ago, when she returned to her natural 
mother, Lynn Clarey. 

Mrs Clarey, 45, said: “She was a very 
active girl but she was also stubborn 
and wanted things her own way. 

“She loved horses and wanted me 
to get one and stick it in the back 
garden.” 

Georgina had hoped to work with 
horses and got an award at MidKent 
College, where she gained a City and 
Guilds qualification. 

Mrs Clarey’s husband, Mick, 
Georgina’s stepfather, said: “Being 
stubborn was just a stage she was 
going through. She had a heart of 
gold. 

“The paramedics and the hospital 
were wonderful. They gave us hourly 
updates at the hospital. She didn’t 
deserve to go that way. Nobody does.” 

Georgina’s brother, Robert, 24, said 
council officials had last year asked 
residents whether they wanted street 
lighting on the road. 

He said: “If the council had got their 
act together and put up the lights 
there’s a chance she would still be 
alive. It’s very dark along that road.” 

Police investigators were contin¬ 
uing inquiries and are understood to 
have taken the Volkswagen Scirocco 
car involved away for examination.

Waste sites face 
axe to cut costs 

Seven out of 18 county sites set for closure at start of May

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HOUSEHOLD waste 
sites are set to be closed 
as part of the county 
council's savings plan. 

The sites in Newmarket and 
Haverhill could be on a list of 
seven set to close out of a total 
of 18 across Suffolk, which are 
set to be made public at a 
county council meeting today. 

The county council is 
refusing to reveal the list in 
advance of the meeting. 

Cuts in opening hours are 
also planned at the remaining 
sites. 

The possible closures have 
already come under fire. 

Cllr Keith Bovill, New¬ 
market’s deputy mayor, said: 
“This is not good news - it will 
only increase fly tipping. 

“The site is a valuable re¬ 
source for the town that is well 
used. 

“Its closure would have an 
adverse effect on the town 
and I shall suggest it should 
be discussed at the next town 


council meeting.” 

Dullingham resident Lesley 
Bird said: “It’s ridiculous. They 
want us to recycle and help 
the environment but they are 
suggesting that we use more 
petrol by taking our waste to 
Mildenhall.” 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, the 
county council’s portfolio 
holder for waste who also 
represents Red Lodge and 
Newmarket, said she could 
not reveal the list of sites 
before a debate on the 


principle of the closures. 

“It would be difficult to 
consult in advance of the 
announcement because 
nobody will want to lose their 
local site,” she said. 

“This is not a position we 
wanted to be in. We have to 
find £42 million in savings. It’s 
going to be difficult for all 
communities." 

Cllr Chambers said that 
£2.35 million was being cut 
from the county’s waste and 
recycling budget. The site 


closures would save £800,000 
and further savings would be 
made by reducing the opening 
hours at the remaining sites. 

The closures are set to take 
place from May 1. The sites 
are run by contractor WRG 
(Waste Recycling Group) on 
behalf of the council. 

Cllr Chambers said any job 
losses would be the res¬ 
ponsibility of WRG. 

■ At the same time the coun¬ 
ty council is trying to “divest” 
itself of 29 youth clubs, 
including Foley House in 
Newmarket, Mildenhall’s Jub¬ 
ilee Centre club, Haverhill 
Hangar Youth Club and Clare 
Youth Club. 

A consultation paper issued 
on Tuesday invited comm¬ 
unity groups to take them 
over to keep them running. It 
can be viewed by visiting 
www.suffolk.gov. uk/youth 
club2011 

The deadline for comments 
and bids is March 31.

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Man jailed for 
Valentine’s 
Day wounding 


A MAN has been jailed 
for a Valentine's Day 
attack which left his 
victim with facial frac¬ 
tures. 

Dylan Houghton, 29, was 
seen sitting astride Ian Furze 
outside the Bull pub in High 
Street, Newmarket, and con¬ 
tinually punching him in the 
face. 

Houghton, of Carter Street, 
Fordham, was jailed for 10 
months when he appeared for 
sentencing at Ipswich Crown 
Court. 

He had earlier admitted a 
charge of wounding. 

Samantha Leigh, prosec¬ 
uting, said that bar staff had 
heard a thudding sound 
coming from outside the pub 
and saw Houghton sitting 
astride another man on

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February 14 last year. 

The thudding sound was 
being caused by Houghton 
repeatedly punching the man, 
said Miss Leigh. 

Staff from the pub told him 
to stop the attack but Hough¬ 
ton hit the man about three 
more times. 

After being arrested Hough¬ 
ton said he believed the man, 
who had struck him first, was 
armed with a knife. 

Houghton’s victim suffered 
cuts to his eyes and lip, as well 
as fractures to his eyesocket 
and a broken nose. 

Thomas Brown, in miti¬ 
gation, said that Houghton 
had initially been acting in 
lawful self defence but went 


beyond what he was entitled 
to do. 

He said: “Trouble found Mr 
Houghton. He didn’t look for 
it. He was forced to react to 
something that was happ¬ 
ening to him.” 

■ Last May, Houghton suc¬ 
cessfully opposed a drink 
banning order. 

Magistrates heard about the 
same incident in a legal move 
by Forest Heath District 
Council and Suffolk police to 
get an order to ban Houghton 
from all licensed premises in 
Newmarket. 

At the time Houghton did 
not face criminal charges for 
the attack. 

Magistrate Alan Humphreys 
said they would not make an 
order, under the Violent Crime 
Reduction Act, because it 
would be “disproportionate.”

Town remembers bomb attack 


MEMORIES of a Second World 
War bombing raid which 
devastated Newmarket High 
Street have gone on display to 
mark the 70th anniversary of the 
attack. 

The raid, which left around 20 
people dead and 200 injured, is 
being commemorated by 
Newmarket Local History Society, 
which is staging a display of 
personal recollections and

The tailfins of one of the 
bombs, which for many years 
were used as an umbrella stand 
by a town solicitor, are also on 
display.

The society is updating its 
booklet, One Afternoon in 
February, which includes 
personal accounts of the day, with 
additional material which has 


come in since it was first 
published. 

A CD and DVD are also being 
produced by the society. 

A service to remember those 
who died or were injured will be 
held tomorrow at the town’s All 
Saints’ Church at 10.30am- 
almost exactly the time that a 
lone German aircraft dropped its 
bombs on the town.

New move to 
beat thefts 
from vans 

IDENTITY marks are to be stamped on 
exhaust system components of vans 
and trucks to combat a rising number 
of thefts. 

Catalytic converters, which can cost 
around £1,000, are being stolen 
regularly from parked vehicles in the 
Newmarket and Mildenhall areas. 

Police are now offering a free 
marking service to deter thieves. 

Vehicle registration numbers will be 
stamped or engraved on the con¬ 
verters, which will also be marked with 
heat-resistant paint. 

Officers from Safer Neighbourhood 
Teams will be applying the markings at 
the East of England Ambulance 
Service’s repair depot off the A11, at the 
Milford service area at Barton Mills 
next Tuesday between 10am and 4pm. 

Det Insp Andy Footer said: “It can 
take just minutes for a thief to remove 
the catalytic converter from your 
vehicle - but now it can take even less 
time to get yours marked. 

“I would particularly encourage 
drivers of vehicles such as Ford 
Rangers and Mercedes Sprinter vans to 
come along, as these are the vehicles 
most targeted. A letter has been sent to 
registered owners of vehicles we 
believe to be at risk.” 

He appealed for anyone spotting a 
theft in progress to call 999. 


Hundreds helped 
by SOS bus team

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MORE than 500 week¬ 
end revellers have been 
helped by an SOS bus 
which parks in New¬ 
market High Street. 

One person seeking help at 
the bus, in Newmarket High 
Street, had suffered a frac¬ 
tured skull, and another need¬ 
ed an airway inserted to help 
them breath. 

St lohn Ambulance person¬ 
nel, who work alongside other 
volunteers on the bus, have 
also treated victims of fights, a 
road accident, an attempted 
suicide and someone vom¬ 
iting blood, drunkenness and 
girls who have fallen in their 
high heeled shoes. 

A comment left on the 


visitor’s book at the bus said: 
“I fell over and hurt my knee, 
but I love my shoes, so thank 
you for helping me get home 
safely.” 

The St lohn Ambulance 
dealt with 111 people re¬ 
quiring medical attention. 

The converted bus cost 
around £75,000 to set up with 
the aid of grants from councils 
and government bodies. It 
went operational in October, 
2009. 

A section of the bus is 
equipped like an ambulance 


to deal with casualties. The 
other part has seating where 
people can “chill out” and 
have a warm drink. 

Members of Forest Heath 
District Council’s overview 
and scrutiny committee will 
receive a report on its first 15 
months of operations at their 
meeting today. 

It was set up by the West 
Suffolk Community Safety 
Partnership, in conjunction 
with the Newmarket Com¬ 
munity Partnership, in res¬ 
ponse to a need for a facility 


for some of the 2,000 revellers 
drawn to Newmarket on busy 
weekends. It followed several 
deaths from drug overdoses 
and a rise in drink-related 
incidents in the town. 

The report to councillors 
shows that serious violence, 
disorder and harassment has 
reduced since the intro¬ 
duction of the bus. 

But Lesley-Ann Keogh, the 
council’s community safety 
co-ordinator, said the crime 
reduction could not be solely 
attributed to the presence of 
the bus. 

She said Home Office 
funding had helped to keep 
the bus going and further 
cash was being sought from 
charities and businesses.

Cheveley _ 

A MEETING of Cheveley Parish 
Council was held last Tuesday. 
Prior to the meeting, a presentation 
was given by Paul Sutton, of 
Cheffins Estate Agents, in respect 
of an affordable housing proposal 
on an area of paddock land with 
frontage between 199 and 209 
High Street Cheveley. This 
indicated 13 affordable 
accommodation dwellings and 
three private sale properties on the 
site. 

The need for affordable housing in 
the village had been established in 
a housing needs survey 
undertaken in 2009. Concern was 
expressed by members of the 


public who live in near to the site 
that they had not been consulted. 

It was emphasised that the 
purpose of the presentation was to 
seek the views of the parish 
council prior to any action being 
taken by the client, and that no 
planning application has been 
made and this was not a planning 
application consultation. 

Parish councillors discussed this 
matter when the meeting was 
formally opened and it was agreed 
that consultation was important 
for development proposals. In 
order for the parish council to 
come to an informed view, a 
working party should be 
established to investigate further 
the provision of affordable housing 


in the parish. 

■ Two new councillors for the 
South Ward, Betty Hedges and 
Rick Humphries, were welcomed 
to the parish council. Following 
their co-option, the parish council 
now have their full complement of 
councillors. 

■ Following concern expressed at 
the previous meeting about areas 
where weeds were growing 
through the recently completed 
cemetery path, the clerk reported 
that she had received a report 
from the company that built the 
path, who did not consider that 
there were any faults with the 
construction. It was decided that 
the condition of the path would be 
monitored before any remedial 


work was considered. 

■ In the light of the exceptional 
problems encountered by 
residents of and visitors to the 
Duchess Park Development during 
the icy weather earlier in the 
winter, it was agreed to supply two 
additional grit bins for the affected 
area from SI 06 allocation funding. 
The grit for the bins would be 
purchased by the residents’ 
association. The bins would 
initially be placed where the 
residents considered the major 
problems to be. However, once the 
roads became formally adopted it 
may be necessary to relocate 
them to comply with the Highway 
Authority regulations. 

■ The next meeting will be held on 


Tuesday, March 8 at 7.30pm in the 
Community Room at Cheveley 
School. 

■ A meeting of Cheveley pavilion 
and recreation ground charity 
followed, where the issue of dogs 
being walked off-lead, together 
with other nuisance and anti-social 
behaviour on the recreation 
ground, were discussed. While by¬ 
laws and fixed penalty notices are 
in place against dog fouling, there 
are none regarding the exercising 
of dogs off-lead. It was agreed that 
this activity should not cause 
nuisance, disturbance or distress 
to other recreational ground users 
and all users of the recreation 
ground should act in a responsible 
and considerate manner. 
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Truck driver is jailed 
over A14 death crash

A LORRY driver who took his 
eyes off the road for 20 seconds 
and killed a popular college 
tutor has begun a jail sentence. 

Father-of-four Simon Bendall died in 
a pile up on the A14 in April last year 
after a heavy goods vehicle ploughed 
into the back of his car at 47mph. 

The 53-year-old, of Robins Close, 
Isleham, was queuing to get off the 
westbound carriageway at Milton on 
his way to work when his Vauxhall 
Astra was hit. 

Melvyn Gillett, 44, had pleaded 
guilty to causing death by dangerous 
driving at Cambridge Crown Court at 
an earlier hearing and was sentenced 
to 16 months in prison last Thursday 

Prosecutor Sara Walker told the 
court how the haulier’s speed control 
limit on his vehicle, which should have 
been 50mph, had been set to 56mph 
and that the driver had failed to notice 
queuing warning signs, braking just 
two seconds before the crash. 

Stuart Driver QC, mitigating, said 
Gillett, of Croft Park Road, Littleport, 
was a religious man and was “tearful, 
expressing guilt, sorrow and sadness”. 

He said: “He is in a state of remorse. 
It is a grave lack of due care and 
attention.” 

Judge Gareth Hawkesworth paid 
tribute to the “immense dignity” of the 
Bendall family. 


He said: “Everybody in this county 
knows how dangerous the A14 can be, 
and particularly those who drive heavy 
goods vehicles have to take the 
greatest care. Plainly you must have 
failed to see the signs for a significant 
amount of time. 

“The consequence was that a family 
man lost his life. The family of the 
deceased have behaved with immense 
dignity.” 


Following the sentencing of Gillett, 
Simon BendalFs brother Jerry, 5J, of 
Windsor Road, Newmarket, issued a 
statement on behalf of the family, 
including Simon’s daughters, Lizzie, 
27, Becky, 23, Hannah, 20 and his son 
Joey, 26. 

He said: “As a family we wouldn’t 
want any other family to go through 
the ordeal we have been through over 
the last three months. 


“We would like to take this oppor¬ 
tunity to thank Mr Gillett for pleading 
guilty at the first opportunity.” 

Study support tutor Mr Bendall 
worked at Cambridge Regional College 
for 20 years and staff described him as 
a “tremendous man and a highly 
valued colleague”. 

Gillett was also banned from driving 
for 18 months and will need to re-sit 
his test.

He was driving a 
Transit-type white van 
with blue and red writing 
on the side.

HOPES of re-opening a town’s 
railway station after 46 years 
could become a reality. 

A study is being launched 
this spring to discover the 
costs, timescales and scope of 
potentially re-opening Soham 
railway station. 

The project will be carried 
out by Network Rail on behalf 
of East Cambridgeshire 
District Council and Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council. 

Re-opening the station 
would provide a train service 
in Soham - and a direct link to 
Ely and Cambridge. 

District councillor Tony 
Parramint, whose ward is 
Soham South, said: “Those of 
us who live in Soham know 
how important re-opening the 
railway station is. 

“A lot has changed since 
1965, but the demand for rail 
travel is as strong as ever. 

“During the public con¬ 
sultation for the Soham Mas¬ 
terplan Vision, 80 per cent of 


residents surveyed said the re¬ 
opening of the rail station was 
crucial to the future 
development of the town.” 

The study will cost £37,000 
and is being funded entirely 
by Cambridgeshire Horizons 
Housing Growth Funds. 

Residents and community 
leaders have been cam¬ 
paigning for years for the 
station to be re-opened. 

The station opened in 1879, 
when the Ely to Newmarket 
railway line was built, and for 
years was a focal point of 
town life. But on June 2, 1944, 
it was destroyed after a 
consignment of bombs 
travelling through the town 
exploded at the station. 

The station was never re¬ 
built but a platform was and 
services ran to Cambridge 
again, before the station was 
finally closed in 1965.

During the pregnancy with Beau, Lucy took 
part in the POPS - Pregnancy Outcome 
Prediction Study - which involved additional 
scans to check on progress. 

“I think the Rosie is just a really good 
place,” said Lucy, who works part-time with 
adults with learning disabilities. “We had 
amazing midwives and amazing care. It’s not a 
criticism of the hospital, but they do need extra 
space. 

“We spent a lot of time in Daphne ward 
where there is only one waiting room. It was 
really hard to see happy parents with their new 
babies and we were sitting there being very 
unhappy after a miscarriage. 

“I started off on the midwife-led unit and I 
got the impression that there weren’t many 
beds, so it would be good to see that unit 
enlarged.”

Ofsted report 
notes school’s 
improvement 


A VILLAGE school is 
enjoying a “new begin- 
ning” after being placed in 
special measures last year.

David Jones, Ofsted inspector, 
said a visit in January showed the 
school was making satisfactory 
progress. 

He said in his report: “The new 
leadership team has established 
a positive mood among the staff, 
and parents and carers com¬ 
ment that there has been a ‘new 
beginning’.” 

Mr Jones said Year 6 pupils’ 
results in last year’s national tests 
were better than the previous 
year, and were above the 
national average in English and 
mathematics. 

He said progress in teaching 
was “at least satisfactory on all 
occasions and good for some 
individuals and groups”. 


He found that pupils’ be¬ 
haviour was satisfactory overall 
but some pupils “disengaged” 
during lessons, and others were 
distracted by those around 
them. 

Parents should be sent letters 
giving details of their child’s 
progress and attitude to 
learning, he suggested. 

He said an informal chat with 
parents and carers at the school 
gate had shown that they had 
renewed confidence in the new 
leadership team. 

They also felt that behaviour 
had improved and commun¬ 
ications with families was better. 

The school governors have 
produced a new newsletter, 
which is issued every half term 
to keep parents up-to-date with 
the progress being made.

On the cobbles 


H ow do you go about 
fitting 50 years of a 
heritage rich in both high 
drama and deft comic touches, 
into a live, two-hour stage 
show? The answer, according to 
Jonathan Harvey - who has 
done just that for his new show 
based on half a century of 
Coronation Street - is to insist 
on a researcher to help you 
plough through endless 
episodes, as well using the top 
five storylines of every year to 
get the basic structure in place. 

Amazingly, Harvey managed to write 
the show in three months because, he 
explains, “it being theatre, they’d 
already booked a venue and practically 
done the posters before they hired the 
writer”. 

He describes it as a “laborious 
process” but, looking at the soap’s top 
storylines, he “realised that there were 
certain names that cropped up a lot, so 
I thought they must be my main 
characters. That was Ken and Deirdre 
Barlow and Gail Platt”. 

His patient researcher had to list 
every episode the three had appeared 
in, for Harvey to pick the most 
important moments, before being re¬ 
dispatched to watch and transcribe the 
key episodes. 

Once the main characters were 
established, Harvey set about adding in 
some of the show’s other popular 
characters. 

“I tried to piece together a play 
which told the story of Ken and

Deirdre and Gail, but peppered with the 
more comedic scenes of the characters 
who never carried massive stories but 
were integral to the show, like Hilda 
Ogden and Bet Lynch. 

“Slowly but surely, I cobbled 
together some coherent story out of the 
mounds of paper. I must have killed 
several rainforests writing this play.” 

The play features a cast of five, who 
swap characters and costumes, as well 
as Gaynor Faye (who played Judy 
Mallett in the soap) as the narrator. 
Harvey says audiences should be 
prepared for a lively night out. 

Faithful fans of the programme will 
get a kick out of recognising classic 
moments, and the atmosphere during 
the show’s preliminary run was “like 
going to see The Rocky Horror Show or 
something, the audience were 
practically joining in, shouting ‘don’t 
do it Gail!’ ” 

Harvey cut his teeth as a playwright 
in his native Liverpool, winning a 
London Standard Theatre Award for his 
production Babies. 

Working across a 50-year period is 
nothing new to him; his most recent 
play, Canary , also covered this time 
frame, albeit covering serious issues 
such as gay rights and HIV rather than 
the tangled lives of Weatherfield 
residents. 


His background of writing about gay 
issues, as well as his personal 
experience, no doubt informed his first 
assignment on Coronation Street in 
2004, helping to script Todd 
Grimshaw’s first homosexual 
relationship. 

Although he didn’t write any of the 
tram crash episodes, both the 
Christmas and New Year’s Eve episodes 
were appointed to Harvey. 

However, he keeps tight-lipped about 
future plots, as well as refusing to let 
slip any storylines which have been 
deemed too ridiculous for the show 

Over its first 50 years, the show has 
clocked up 7,487 episodes, featured 
114 deaths and seen an estimated 
200,000 hotpots being served at the 
Rovers. 

And the key to its successful 
formula, Harvey believes, is simple. 

“I think they’ve always attracted the 
best talent, so consistently there’s 
always been good storytelling and a 
strong sense of humour. 

“I think that’s what kept it going so 
long.”

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A funny thing 
happened in 
Palestine... 


I n 2009, with just a backpack, 
boots and a cameraman, Mark 
Thomas - rambler, activist and 
comedian - set off on an unusual 
hike: to walk the entire length of 
the Israeli Separation Barrier. 

Sleeping in bams and garages along the 
way, and encountering several “mildly 
terrifying” encounters with the Israeli 
army, it certainly wasn’t your average 
weekend pup-to-pub potter. So what made 
him do it? His initial answer is surprisingly 
sanguine. 

“To get from A to B,” he says, unruffled. 
“It was like any trail. In some ways it was 
a bit like walking Hadrian’s Wall - only 
slightly more current. It was also to find 
out about the place and what was going on 
there,” he adds. 

“Everyone from Obama to Osama 
mentions Palestine and the West Bank, and 
I felt I didn’t know enough. Walking and 
talking is a great way to discover things.” 

Thomas discusses his Middle Eastern 
experience in his latest show, Extreme 
Rambling (Walking The Wall), which 
comes to The Junction in Cambridge on 
Monday and Tuesday. 

“I’ve travelled around a bit but this was 
my first time in the Middle East. Lots of 
things strike you,” he says. “Every day was 
incredibly intense; we were detained by the 
Israeli army on our very first day. But I 
also noticed how beautiful a place it is. 

The land is incredibly fertile. People are

showing you round groves of tangerines, 
and there are tortoises sitting on grass 
verges as soldiers scream at you. The place 
is full of irony.” 

The wall, which encircles 300,000 
Palestinians, was erected in 2003 in the 
hope of containing Palestinian terrorism. It 
is patrolled by Israeli Army Police, who 
control the only exits. These checkpoints 
in particular are often scenes for fighting 
between the two sides. Wasn’t Thomas 
concerned about the risks involved? 

Thomas is no stranger to putting himself 
in the midst of politically-charged 
situations. He received a Kurdish National 
Congress Medal of Honour following his 
campaign against the building of the Ilisu 
dam in Turkey, and made it into the 
Guinness World Records for organising 
the most number of protests on a single 
day in defiance of the Serious Organised 
Crime and Police Act 2005. 

So far, so serious; but his show is billed 
as stand-up. So where does the comedy fit 
in? 

“The comedy is in the stories,” he 
explains. “I go on a walk then come back 
and tell the stories. Some of them are 
funny, some are pretty extreme - if anyone 
expects Michael McIntyre Live at the 
Apollo, get your refund.” 

Thomas grew up in London and worked 
in stand-up before launching his career¬ 
shaping ‘political comedy show’, The 
Mark Thomas Comedy Product, in the 90s. 



Aired on Channel 4, one programme 
investigated how to avoid inheritance tax, 
resulting in Gordon Brown, then 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, changing the 
law to close-up the exposed loophole. 

This fusion of entertainment and politics 
has continued throughout his career, 
though Thomas is reluctant to label his 
work. 

Overall, the aim of Walking The Wall is 
to spread awareness in a way which is 
accessible to all, tending towards the 
positive rather than the preachy. 

One thing Thomas is sure about, 
however, are his feelings towards the wall 
itself. 

“The wall is a horrendous thing, it 


divides up cities. Some see it as a 
demographic barrier, some as a security 
barrier, but it’s not. 

“In my opinion, the wall doesn’t work. 
That’s the problem. It can’t stop the suicide 
bombers - which is why it was set up. I 
could see how the Israelis thought they had 
come up with a solution, but are just 
pretending to solve a problem. I think 
that’s the thing I leamt. What it does it 
isolate two communities, not one.”

JOHN Wayne won a Best Actor 
Oscar - from his only nomination 
- as gunslinger Rooster Cogburn 
in Henry Hathaway’s 1969 
version of True Grit. 

Almost 40 years later, Jeff 
Bridges is nominated for the 
Oscar for the same role in Joel 
and Ethan Coen’s masterful 
reworking, that layers this tale of 
retribution with the brothers’ 
trademark black humour. 

It’s clear from his first 
appearance, shifting nervously in 
a courtroom witness stand, that 
Bridges is not paying homage to 
his predecessor. He mumbles as 
if he is permanently chewing 
tobacco, spitting out polished 
one-liners like bullets. 

After a chaotic gunfight, he 
reneges on a promise to bury the 
fallen. 

So that’s how the west was won. 
“I was just 14 years of age when 
a coward by the name of Tom 
Chaney shot my father down and 
robbed him of his life,” explains 


Mattie Ross (Hailee Steinfeld) in 
her opening voiceover. And so 
Mattie seeks out marshal Rooster 
Cogburn (Bridges) and hires him 
to help her track down Tom 
Chaney (Josh Brolin), who has 
taken up with Lucky Ned Pepper 
(Barry Pepper) and his gang. 

A tenacious Texas Ranger (Matt 
Damon) joins in. 

True Grit has an impressive 10 
Oscar nominations and deserves 
every one. 

Production design is impeccable, 
evoking the era when a gun 


spoke just as loudly as words. 
Steinfeld, who was 13 when the 
film was made, is a revelation as 
the daughter on a quest for 
vengeance. 

Bridges is a hoot but some of his 
best lines are impossible to 
understand through his garbled 
delivery. 

The Coens canter through the 
brilliantly orchestrated gun fights 
but always remain focused on 
the characters and the delightful 
relationship between Mattie and 
Rooster.

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Aiming higher can 
help our climate 


I MAGINE being 
cooped up in an office 
all day, returning to 
your urban home and 
walking out on to a 
rooftop which has been 
transformed into a 
tapestry of colour. 

Rooftop gardening can help 
combat climate change by 
lowering surrounding air 
temperatures, according to a 
recent RHS survey and, with 
this in mind, the organisation is 
encouraging urbanites to make 
the most of their outdoor space. 

“Getting planting right in 
urban spaces, which can be 
very limited, can have a major 
effect in not only helping 
reduce urban temperatures but 
will also provide other 
environmental benefits,” says 
Tijana Blanusa, who undertook 
the RHS research. 

Other benefits of green-roof 
gardening include heat- 
insulation, water-absorption, 
providing a safe environment 
for wildlife and soaking up 
pollution. 

The RHS is showcasing two 
modern-style rooftop gardens 
designed by two rising stars,

Hugo Bugg, RHS Young 
Designer of the Year 2010, and 
Melissa Jolly, winner of a BBC 
Gardeners’ World 2010 award, 
at the RHS London Plant and 
Design Show. 

Their designs are 
aspirational, but it’s not 
impossible to create your own 
roof garden, whether you just 
want a few pots or a raised bed 
or two, or a more elaborate 
green carpet. The RHS offers 
the following advice: 

■ Before designing any 
addition to a property’s roof 
check if planning permission is 
required. 

■ How much weight the roof 
can take? Large containers full 
of compost and plants weigh a 
lot. There will be strict weight 
restrictions on balconies 
suspended out from the 


building. 

■ Check if the roof is 
waterproof, using the services 
of a chartered structural 
engineer or a surveyor. You 
may have to modify roof 
supports if the structural survey 
shows that support is 
insufficient. Erecting a ‘false’ 
floor is a common method, 
where the roof surface is partly 
or completely suspended above 
the existing roof, directing 
weight onto surrounding walls. 

■ Use an architect specialising 
in roof garden design for 
complex projects. 

■ Place heavy containers near 
load-bearing walls or over a 
load-bearing beam or joist as 
these can take more weight 
than unsupported areas. 

■ The main limitations of roof 
gardens and balconies are 
strong winds and sunshine. 

Take advantage of any existing 
protection, such as walls or 
fences, that provide shelter and 
shade. 

■ Use slatted or mesh screens 
that simply filter the wind, 
creating a micro-climate for the 
plants within. 

■ Containers will dry out 
rapidly in windy, hot weather 
so make sure they are a good 


width and depth. 

■ Choose non-porous materials 
(plastic, metal and fibreglass) 
rather than terracotta as they 
reduce potential moisture-loss. 

■ Ensure the container is 
lightweight and has ample 
drainage holes in the base. 

■ Some companies, such as 
Green Tech Ltd, offer a range 
of lightweight soils and 
composts suitable for roof 
gardening. 

■ Use a layer of lightweight 
drainage material at the base of 
the container, such as 
polystyrene plant trays broken 
into ‘crocks’. 

■ A soil-based compost is 
better for its water-holding 
capacity than a peat-substitute 
mix, but will be heavier. 

■ If weight is a consideration, 
fix the container down, so that 
it doesn’t blow over in strong 
winds. 

■ Install an irrigation system 
where cost effective, ensuring 
excess run-off flows to a 
drainpipe outlet. In smaller 
areas, hand water. 

■ Liquid feed any annual 
plants used in plantings from 
May to September to give the 
best flowering results.

He has been the mainstay of the team in 
the past few years and is very popular 
with the fans. 

“We tried our hardest to make him stay, 
but he had verbally agreed a deal with 
Hackney while the Mildenhall situation 
was uncertain and didn’t want to go back 
on his word. 

“We are building a team that will be 



capable of winning at home and 
hopefully have plenty of close matches. 
That will give us the foundation to go on 
from there. It has been difficult for the 
team in the past few years with home 
losses and we want to give the fans 
plenty of encouragement.” 

However, Worlington-based Lee - 
arguably Britain’s greatest speedway 
racer after a 16-year racing career 
which earned a world title, back-to-back 
British championships and two World 
Cup gold medals with England - 
admitted he was revelling in his role of 
co-promoter. 

“It’s interesting to now be on the other 
side of the fence,” said Lee. “There’s a 
lot involved and it’s a completely 
different ball game, but one I am 
throwing myself into. 

“I had looked at the possibility of taking 
on Mildenhall a few weeks back but felt 
it was going to be too much with my 
engine tuning business. 

“Then Chris got in touch and with Kevin 
(Jolly) involved and all of us having a big 
history in East Anglian speedway, it just 
seemed right. 

“We are looking at starting training 
schools before the season starts with the 
aim of finding our No 6 and 7. It will be 
open to anyone looking to begin a career 
in speedway, whether they’re 15 or 21.
